3  (Custom  Clerks  and  Immigrant  Inspectors ) ,  Sec .  k  (Statu- 
tory Pay  Rates  in  the  Eiecutire  Branch),  Sec.  5  (Legislative  Branch  Pay 
Rates),  Sec.  6  (Judicial  Branch  Pay  Rates)  of  the  Federal  Pay  Act  of  19k6 
shall  receive  additional  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $330  per  annum  (employees 
paid  on  sua  hourly  or  part-time  "basis  shall  receive  additional  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  20^  per  hour);  that  Sec.  603("b)  of  the  Federal  Employees  Pay 
Act  of  19^5,  as  amended,  is  amended  hy  striking  out  $10,000  idiere  it  first 
appears  in  such  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  $10,330*  that  Sec.

£xcept  for  the  items  listed  below,  allotments  of  funds  for  administrative 
expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  19^9  have  been  Increased  to  provide  for  the 
increase  of  base  pay  costs  applicable  to  the  fiscal  year.

Direct  allotments  under  Trust  Funds  for  inspection  and  grading  activities 
(12^^015)  will  not  Include  amounts  for  additional  pay  costs.    Branches  which 
have  activities  financed  from  these  funds  should  immediately  review  exist- 
ing fees  and  initiate  prompt  action  to  increase  rates  and  revise  cooperative 
agreements  as  necessary  to  cover  the  additional  pay  costs. 

Direct  allotments  from  Working  Funds  will  not  be  increased  to  cover  pay 
costs  until  additional  funds  are  made  available  to  PMA  from  the  agency  for 
which  the  work  Is  being  performed.
